Apart from the proceedings of tlie cor- 
oiici '.'3 inquiry and the Bad cereraonieB 
incitlentiil to tlie interment of the dead, 
yesterday witnessed no new scene in the 
tiiigcdj' wliicli on Ttiesdiiy cast it gloom 
over till the Is"'ortliwest Pivcific Coast. 
The (livers and their aesoeuite workers 
continued their labor of clearing away 
the debris of the broken bridge, but did 
not bring to light the bodies of any ad- 
ditional victims. Nor is it believed that 
there are any such now in the 
water, the identification of 55 bod- 
ies and the reporting alive of 
87 othei-s — giving a total of 
1-13 Itnovn to have been passengers on 
the deatb-iyir. Among the latter there 
wer?, -in., addition- to those mentioned 
ycsltiBi'day, the "lliiBses and Master Rob- 
inson, William Peden (who was riding 
on the rear platfoi-m and escaped with 
his tliigli badly bruised by a falling tim- 
ber), the little child of Mr. Latham, P. 
Snider, W. F. Fullerton, George Wood- 
house, Bobert Dnlby, George Millet and 
Ilia bOQ, George Millet, jr.; Mrs. Bow- 
ncas, whose two daughtors were among 
the drowned; F. Babbage and his sister 
Arietta Babbage; Wni. lieatherbell, 
whose wife was drowned; Thos. Gilli- 
can, B. Uobertson and A. Dods. 

And surely there could not have been 
more than one hundred and forty-two 
paisengera on that last, awful trip of 
nuinber 16. 

The first work of the jury yesterday 
was to view the bridge, the inspection of 
which occupied several hours. It was 
found that one at least of the floor beams 
had broken across, the break showing it 
to-havq b^en' 80 thoroughly rotten that 
tbei^^der-is that it did not give way 
long!m<3iith8 ago~"Oirretilrriing to the 
city hallis the festitjfibn'y" of Several 
witnesses was taken, the most important 
being that of Inspector Wilson, whoswore 
that ho had several times advised' a 
thorough iiispectioii of the collapsed 
bridge, and the boring of the timbers to 
ascertain their solidity or otherwise. 
Captain William Grant, whose evidence 
on a very similar point is expected to 
prove important, has not yet taken the 
stand, the remainder of yesterday after- 
noon being devoted to the filling up of 
connecting testimony as to the relative 
positions of passengers, car and bridge 
at the time of the disaeter. 

The plans from wliicfa the bridge was 
bailt'in 1885 were yesterday produced by 
-Mr. Gore, deputy commissioner of laiida 
and works, showing the structure to 
hiive been ii coiiibiiuitiou ^vo<ld and iron 
affair, KpaiiiiiiiLr V'ictoriu Ann at a liigh- 
tide deptli of four fathoms. The two 
Whipple truss through spans were each 
160 feet in length and not in any way 
connected by strong metal, while le.id- 
ing to them were two Pratt truss 
deck spans of I'JO .feet each, 
and ' 105 feet of wooden approaches, 
making the total length of the 
bridge 645 feet. Tlie superstructure was 
supported by five Cusbing piers, each 
pier being formed by 'two clusters of 
piles surrounded by an iron cylinder of 
quarter inch plate, the interstices being 
filled in with broken fitone and grouted 
with tieineiit mortar. 

From early morning until well towards 
evening filnerala were taking place 
almost hourly, while the medical 
men of the city spent hours of 
their time in the liomes of the in- 
jured, all of whom are reported to bo 
progreasin;,' satisfactorily. In fact tlie 
majority of the wounded nro now able 
to be on the streets again, their band- 
aged heads or limba and their pale faces 
testifying mutely to the severity of the 
experience through which the^> had 
passed. 

As anticipated, a number of tlioae who 
esciiped are now moving for a thorough 
investigation, and in this connection a 
petition to Premier Turner made its ap- 
pearance yesterday and at once received 
numerous signatures. The first of these 
are those of survivors and . the petition 
itself seta forth that: 

" The undersigned residents of the 
City of Victoria respectfully memorialize 
you that you will eause an official in- 
quiry to bo made by your, government 
into the circamstanceB 'saYi^ounding the 
Point Ellice bridge catastrophe of Tues- 
day, the 20th of May instant. We would 
respectfully point out that owing to the 
diveiH interests ai^d sympathies of all 
parlies, it will scarcely be possible for 
the (wroiier's jury to go into the details 
of this matter as fully and eirectually as 
we believe they should be goue, into in 



petent commissioners appointed by your 
government will be in the said public 
interests." • - 

It is not probable that anv- action will 
be taken oh the subjeotof this memorial 
until the coroner's jury, conclude their 
labors. The institution of numerous 
suits for heavy damages also awaits the 
finding of this body, a majoritv of the 
barristers of the city having been in the 
meantime retained. 

In connection with the disaster the 
following resolution, signed by the Noble 
Grand, jMr. D. McMillan, and the Re- 
cording Secretary, Mr. Ilinkson Siddall, 
was yesterday evening adopted In' Peer- 
less lodge of the I.O.O.F. : 

" We, the officers and members of 
Peerless lodge, I.O.O.F., in view of the 
great calamity which has overtaken our 
community, hereby express our deep 
and heartfelt sympathy with all those 
who have been bereaved by the lament- 
able accident of Tuesday, the 26th in- 
stant, and pray that our Heavenly 
Father may comfort and ' sustain them 
in their great sorroV."

ASHES TO ASHES, 

Tbe>f uneralB of Victims of the Great Dis- 
aster Fill All the Hours of 
Yesterday. 

Probably never was there a more im- 
pressive demonstration of the truths 
that " in the midst of life wo are in 
death " and that "man that is born of 
woman ia of few days and of much 
trouble " than was afforded by the 
scenes and the services that constituted 
the features of life in Victoria yesterday. 
From morning until evening the mourn- 
ers went about the streets escorting men, 
women and children to their long home, 
wliich not one of them on starting on 
their fateful journey had expected so 
soon to enter. Victoria is, indeed, in 
mourning, for those who were not direct- 
ly interested in the solemn processions 
and sorrowful ceremonials wore an air of 
constraint approaching to sadness, while 
the intermittent tellings of the church 
bells added to the impreasiveneas of 
the proceedings of the entire day. 
Victoria — especially Spring Ridge — 
never knew such days as these, 
never having been severely scourged by 
plague, pestilence or famine, wdiile, un- 
til the present, her accident record has 
been of the lightest. The terrible events 
of the past few days have been almost a 
revelation of one of the many dangers 
wliicli stand thick on every liand and 
cannot fail to set one thinking of the 
uncertainties of life. Sad as are occa- 
sions like these, there are but few who 
having listened to the words of hope and 
encouragement forming the burden of 
the ritual, in many ^respects common to 
every denomination, fall to, leave the 
church or the graveside with higher in- 
spirationsand possibly nobler aspirations. 
Who can listen to that wonderful apos- 
tolic deliverance which forms the Ijur- 
den of almost every ecclesiastical or lay 
committal service, without feeling at 
least more resigned to what has hap- 
pened to the near ones and dear ones, 
and without being lifted, as it were, out 
of the present sorrow by the jubilant 
challenge of the apostolic martyr: 

" 0, death, where is thy ating? / 
.. 0, grave, where is thy victory ?" 

Followed frequently — especially on occa- 
sions like the present — by the almost 
enrapturing strains of the Dead March, 
whose very tones are exultant and would 

in themselves almost induce one toques- 
tion the ultimate supremacy of the grave. 
Yesterday's was an all-day funeral, 
whose recurrence, however, despite all 
there may have been to lighten its 
gloom, ettcli one fervently hopes never 
to see again. 

The funeral of Mrs. IClizaboth P. 
I loosen, wife of the well known 
and liiglily resiiected Edward Hoosen, 
of this city, and their six year 
old son, Francis Llewelyn, took place in 
the afternoon from the resilience, Cham- 
bers street, Spring Uidge. A large num- 
ber of sympathizing friends were 'pres- 
ent, over 200 in number, and some thirty 
Sister of Rebekah, headed by,their presi- 
dent, Mrs. Hutcheson. The floral 
tributes to the worth of the deceased 
were numerous, tasteful ind elaborate, 
and most of the friends attending wore 
some symbol of mourning. The cortege, 
heiided by two hearses, slowdy wended its 
way to the church of St. Barnabas, which 
had put on a mourning appearance. The 
proceedings opened by singing that most 
suitable of liymns " Days and Moments 
Swiftly Fiying," followed by theordinary 
burial service, read by Rev. Ii. 
iiaslam, and concluding with 
that psalm of resignation, "Thy, 
Will Be Done!" As the large 
congregation filed out the organ pealed 
forth with the " Dead March;" to whose 
glorious yet solemn measures the pro- 
cession to Ross Bay cemetery was taken 
up. There, after services by'Ven. Arch- 
deacon Scriven, with the beautiful 
ritual, the Daughters of. Rebekah laid 
Sister Hoosen and her little son to their 
final rest — as one of their number re- 
marked, " In suie and certain lio|)e." 
The pall bearers for Mrs. ilooaeii were 
Messrs. T. R. Brayshaw, J. II. Meldram, 
D. RuBBoll, J. Pope, E. Sabin and Alex- 
ander iMcGregor, wliile six little school 
mates — the Masters Russell (3), Ander- 
son, Brayshaw and McGregor carried to 
the grave the remains of their little 
playmato. 

The treble funeral of Mrs. Frederick

THE CZAR'S RECEPTION. ■ 

Ambassadors and Nobles Fornmlly Received 
by the Emperor and Czarina in St. 
Andrew's Throne Room. 

Moscow, May 28— The Czar and Czar- 
ina yesterday received the ambassadors, 
the special miBsions, the military ollicers 
of exalted rank, the Asiatic deputations 
and the mayors of the province in the 
St. Andrew's throne room. The function 
was one of the moat brilliant possible to 
imagine. The Czar wore the uniform of 
the Preobrajenaki regiment and the 
Czarina waa dressed in pale blue ailk, 
with a velvet train richly embroidered 
with silver and studded with diamonds. 
Her Majesty also wore a Eusaian court 
dreaa and, with the Czar, stood at the 
foot of the steps leading to the thrones, 
surrounded by courtiers. The Impe- 
rial crowns, mantles and the globe, 
standard and sceptre were upon a table 
to the right of the long range of other 
tables laden with gifts of bread and 
salt on coatlv gold and silver platters 
to be presented to the princes 
and nobles, in accordance with 
ancient custom. The bread con- 
sisted of great loaves encrusted 
with chocolate upon whicli rested large 
gold and silver salt eellers of an inlinite 
variety of design, many of them einboaa- 
ed with initials of the Czar and Czarina, 
the imperial arms and national mottoes. 
Each ambasaador or head of a mission 
shook hands with the Czar and kieaed 
the ungloved hand of the Czarina. 

Lo.N-DON, May 29.— A despatch from 
Moscow to the Ohronicle says : " The 
grand court ball at the palace began at 
9 o'clock in the evening. Its brilliancy 
baffles description, with tbe uniforms of 
every nation from China to Peru, the 
Russian ladies with their magiiilicent 
costumes which cost thouHaiidB of 
roubles each, and the scarcely less strik- 
ing toilets of many English and Ameri- 
can ladies. The Czar and Czarina, with 
their royal guests, entered and made the 
round of the ball room, the Czar in a 
.sini])le scarlet uniform with silver fac- 
ings, and his breast aljlaze with decor- 
ations, and the Czarina with an amaz- 
ing tiara of diamouda of jiriceless worth. 
Dancing was next to impossible, owing 
to the crush and to the fact that there 
were three times as, many women as 
men."

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'The Coj'oner's Jury Visit the Scene 
of Tuesday's Terrible 
Disaster. 



Evidence Received as tlie Condi- 
tion «f the Broken 
Strnctare. 

The wrecked Point Ellice bridge where 
80 many lives were lost on Tuesday was 
yesterday mornins visited by the Cor- 
oner's jury wlio liave the task of tind- 
ing out just liow the catastrophe occur- 
red. The party took steam' launches at 
Mcintosh's boat house and proceeded to 
the scene of the disaster, where the tim- 
ber and iron work of the wreckage wag 
minutely examined. Mr. AV. S. Gore, 
deputy commissioner of lands and works, 
was present wicli tlio original plans of 
tlie bridge, whicli were explained to tlie 
jurors, and Mr. Lockwood, the Seattle 
repreHuiitative of the .San Francisco 
Bridge Coini)any, thu corporation tliat 
erected tlie bridge, gave every assistance 
in exi)iaiiiing its construction. Tlie 
span lluit fell was one of the two 
overhi-aii trueH siiana of the bridge, and 
as one remained it was somewhat easier 
for a non-profeasioiial person to under- 
stand liow the bridge was built. TheHC 
two Bjians were entirely separate, so 
that while one fell the other remained 
intact. The span that fell had under 
neath it seven floor beams supporting 
the longitudinal sills that the floor was 
laid upon. These floor beams hung from 
iron hangers and sway rods ran across 
diagonally. The span was supported 
by overhead wooden chords, the ends 
resting on the piers* and the lower sides 
tied together with sidopieees with eyes, 
heavy bolts running through to wfiich 
were attached the iron braces from the 
overhead chords. 

Mr. Gore in his explanation stated 
that several years ago when H.M.S. 
Ampliion was "being repaired, the naval 
authorities after examining into the 
strength of the bridge took over it a load 
of 50 tons of metal drawn by eight 
horses. The wreckage yesterday was 
partly on a soOw, where Mr. F. M. 
Yorke was directing the wrecking opera- 
tions, and part of it was drawn up on 
the bank of the Arm. It was found that 
one of the end bridge beams had broken 
right where the rods went tiirough that 
held it to the overhead chorda and the 
fracture, sliowed that tlie beam was 
thoroug^hly rott.'u inside. The general 
supposition appeared to be that the 
water had entered by the holes through 
winch passed the " iiip uprights " 
(iron rods that lield the beam to 
the angle of the overhead chords) 
and had caused the rot. This led to the 
examination of Llio floor beams of the 
overhead span still standing, and it was 
found then that the end l)eam nearest 
town was so rotten that a juror pushed 
his knife in it up to the hilt without any 
difiiculty. The more breaking ot one 
beam would not, Mr. Lockwood said, 
cause ilie bridge to fall, but it might 
make f<uch vibration that other parts of 
the atriictnre would go. Expert testi- 
mony on all these points will be taken 
at the inquest. 

After luncheon the jury met again at 
the city hall and the takint.' of evidence 
was refrained. 

James Wilson, city street superiu- 
tendent, was the first witness sworn. 
He and his live children were on the 
bridge in a buggy, and when the acci- 
dent happened went down at the same 
time as the car, one ot thecliildren being 
killed. £he HrsD car, he said, was just 
getting over the second overhead truss 
aa hetlroveon the bridge; the big car 
that was in tlie accident was just be- 
hind his buggy ; he was looking at the 
overhead chords to see how they stobd 
the strain as the car wentover. He was 
three parts over the spiui that brokedown 
wlien he hciud the crashing of aiiiull 
timber iiiid the ti uss began to give way 
at the Victoria end as soon as the second 
car went on it. As the crash came his 
riiare boundetl forward and her feet were 
just at the other end when the truss 
bent a little and fell ol!' the sills; uU ho 
knew then was a big i)lunge of water 
over his head. The bridge seemed to 
fall pretty flat but listed a little to the 
south as it struck the water. He saw a 
two-wheeled dog cart with two ladies 
and gentlemen on the bridge behind 
bim; he was walking his horse at the 
time and did not know how fast the 
second car was passing, fie had been 
street superintendent a little over two 
years. Until this present month it was 
not his duty to act as superintendent of 
bridges; dnce in April he had in- 
spected Rock Bay bridge with Mr. 
Wilmot; he had sUL'ge.gted tlieu 
to Mr, Wilmot that tliev sliould inspect 
Point K.llice hiid-i- uiid' lliey had ilono 
so, by uoing in I he water in a boat and 
wat(;hing tlie vi brations, and had also 
walked over the bridge. Tliey had not 
examined the timbers or iron work. 
He had two years ago suggested that a 
regular hrid^'e crew overhaul the 
brMg-^. He had suggested this to 
Mr. Wilmot, he thought. On Mon- 
day he went over the bridge twice; 
he had never seen so crowded a 
car on the bridge before, but befaad 
seen greater weight on it. He had been 
around bridges for many years, but had 
never .seen a Howe truss the same as 
this one; generally the ends were on 
rollers and this one was on a plate; there 
might in a roller, but he had not 
seen it. It was Mr. Cox's duty to 
iiisi)ect bri<lgcs, for the last two yeais 
except during the j)reHent month, when 
witness was made in8|)ector. He was 
not aware until Wcdiiesihiy that there 
hud been un accident to the bridge in 
1893. The bridge was ovorluuileil tw(j

years ago bv Mr. Elliott, a carpent.er 
specially employed by the city for that 
purpose. Witness at that lime sug- 
gested to Mr, Wilmot to bore all ttie 
beams when the iunpection was in pro- 
gress, but did not kh..\v if It liad been 
done. Cos. maile a report at the end of 
each year as to the condition of bridges, 
in writing. .lames McKenzieand a man 
named r^lunro worked under Elliott dur- 
ing the inspection two years ago. He 
(witness) did not know of any thorough 
inspection being made of the bridge 
since two years ago; without boring the 
bridge beams it was impossible to know 
if they were in good condition. After a 
bridge had stood seven years they 
should be bored , every year ; that was 
his experience. He knew of no 
l)iidge gang employed by the 
city who had done this boring. 
The bridge always rattled somewhat, 
but he had noticed no material difTer 
ence during the last two years. Tlie 
last time ho had made the suggestion to 
bore the beams was on Friday last, 
when ho told Mr. Tugwel! to go tho- 
rou»;hIy over all the bridges and bore the 
beams; he had made the suggestion to 
bore the beams in his capacity as the 
servant of the city; be would not be 
sure if lie had made this suggestion to 
any alderjiian. He was positive that be 
had made the suggestion to Mr. Wilmot, 
and Mr. Wilmot had agreed with him 
that this was the proper thing to do. 
In the ordinary course of events this 
suggestion would go to the street com- 
mitLee from Mr. Wilmot. The witness 
could give no idea of the number of peo- 
ple on the bridge at the time of the ac- 
cident, and at last said he was yet so 
unstrung by the experience he had gone 
through that he could not collect hi« 
thoughts as well as he ordinarily could. 

J. M. McLeod, of Westminster, was 
on the car at the accident. He jumped 
on at Campbell's corner and was sitting 
on the right hand side. As the car 
went down somebody grabbed him and 
let him go again, as they struck the 
water. He got out of the window some 
way and was caught by a beam and 
some iron, but pushed away and came 
up a yard clear of the wrckage on the 
Gorge side. Ho caught hold of a beam 
then and -was saved. The car canted 
over to the right as it went down ; it de- 
scended very easily; he believed 
the car was just going on the 
truss when it gave way ; the car 
was not going more than four miles an 
hour. Hie impression was that the 
whole of the bridge gave way together. 

William Scott, of 15 Kingston street, 
was on the front of the car just in the 
doorway ; the carstopped at the first end 
of Point Ellice bridge and then went on 
slowly; he heard two small reports and 
the rocking of the car made it appear as 
if the wheels liad gone down and then 
come up again. Then there was a loud 
crash and tlie car appeared to go down 
with a slight list to the front and the 
rij;ht side. Aa they descended lie saw 
part of tlie roadway in front, and it 
ai)pearpd as if the whole span went 
down togetlier. The car was pretty well 
packed; when the crash came the front 
car was nearly over the bridge. 

Jolm Cameron, of 7 Scoresby street, 
also got on the car at Campbell's corner, 
and was standing beside the motorniaii ; 
there were two boys on the step on the 
right side, ami the motorman told them 
to get off an tliey might be hurt in cross- 
ing the briilge. The driver slackened up 
and the boys got oil before the car went 
on the bridge. Then at witness' sug- 
gestion the motorman waited a moment 
to allow the front car to get 
a little ahead. The front car was 
on the span that went down when 
the second car entered upon the bridge. 
After the second car got on the span 30 
or 40 feet something snapped and the 
car dropped about eighteen inches and 
ran on about fifteen feet, and then came 
another crack and the whole thing went 
down, the car canting to the right. The 
motorman looked over to see what was 
the matter after the snap and never got 
his head back again. The whole of the 
roadbed came down together, but the 
Victoria end gave way first. He saw the 
timliers and irons of the top of the truss 
come down , and some of it struck the 
motorman on the back of the heail as he 
leaned over. The lirst snap he heard 
was like that of breaking iron; the ,'^ec- 
oiul snap was like that of iron and some- 
what niulUed. 

John Henry Groavenor Earle, an ex- 
tra hand on the tramway, was driving 
the car behind the one which met with 
the accident. He was at Pleasant street, 
a hundred yards behind the accident. 
There were no instructions ever given 
him as to limiting the number of pas- 
sengera on the trams; they were in- 
structed to keep the cars a hundred feet 
apart at least. 

H. G. Mason, tramway conductor, was 
on the car preceding the one that met 
with the accident; his was a smaller car 
than the other ; going over the bridge 
he felt the car moving up and down, 
rather difTerently from the usual bend- 
iiig of the spVittga. The car had no 
sooner got on the secondjtrusB than this 
s topped ; helooked back and just saw the 
other car disappearing through the break, 
lie dad never received instructione lim- 
iting the number of passengers; notices 
to passengers are ])ut up in the care pro- 
hibiting people from standing on the 
back platform and stating that they use 
the front platform at their own risk. 
IJe had never received any instructions 
to keep people off the platform; on 
crowded days it was impossible to keep 
them off. 

C. T. W. Piper told how the night be- 
fore the accidei.t he and his son passed 
under the briilge and were attra(;ted by 
its creaking and groaning. At one par- 
ticular spot, 16 or It) feet from the city 
end, it moved so much that tie told his 
son to huriy up for fear it would come 
down on them. He took no steps to re- 
port to the city authorities, for if he bad 
they would only have laughed. at him. 

" Do you mean to say you thought the 
bridge was in a dangeroas condition and 
did not t.;ike steps to report it?" asked 
the Coroner. 

The witness said he had spoken of it 
often and ho had Captain Grant, but he 
knew it was no we reporting to the city 
authorities, as tlicy would have paid no 
iittention to hini, The coroner letused 
to take any more of this witness' evi- 
dence, and dismissed him abruptly, say- 
ing that the evidence of a man such as 
the witness, by his own words, showed 
himself to be was not worth anything. It 
was incredible that a man could see a 
bridge in what ho considered a danger- 
ous condition and not report it. 

At this point the inquest was jftd- 
jourued until half past nine this morn- 
ing.

PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 



TheLibernls have hitherto trepted the 
idea of prefei'p.ntiiil trade between Great 
Britain and lier colonies with ridicule. 
They eay that it is only entertained by 
u few amiable enthusiasts in the colon- 
ies and by a very amall number of politi- 
cal cranks and impracticable zealots in 
Great Britain. Preferential trade, they 
say, cannot become a question of practi- 
ca! politics either in Great Britain or 
tlie colonies. It is opposed to the prin- 
ciples o£ free trade to which the British 
as u people are wedded, and until it finds 
favor in the eyes of the statesmen and 
the electors of Great Britain it is the 
merest folly to make it a question of 
colonial politics. 

This representation of the case of iire- 
ferential trade is only half the truth, if 
it !■; even that. What its opponents in 
the colonies suppress is of the utniosl 
importance. It is quite true that when 
it was first mooted it was laughed at by 
ttio ardent free traders of Groat Britain, 
bill the opponents of the new system do 
iiiit tell tiioso whom they address that 
ic^j advocates have now gained for theni- 
selv^es an attentive and respectful hear- 
iiXA from the British public and in the 
British House of Commons. They try 
to conceal from the public that a lame 
number of men, influential both on ac- 
count of their intellectual ability and the 
poaitions tiiey occuiiy in public and in so- 
cial life, liave become ctjnverteto the'pre- 
fereiitial trade idea, and are zealous in 
recommending it to all who are within 
the range of their in^uence. The men 
who decry preferential trade have not 
the candor to admit that its advocates ore 
no longer jeered and laughed at when 
they apeak of it.s advantages in public. 
Tliey do not frankly allow that it has 
Biiccesafully gone through the ata(;e of 
c-.untempt and ridicule which all new 
caases In Great Britain must puss, and 
has now entered the arena of serious 
discassion. Free traders in Great 
Britain have ceased to laugh at pre- 
ferential trade and to flout it.^ 
upholders. They now find it iie- 
ceasury to argue with them and 
to treat their theory as one of 
practical importance. We give 
below the passage of Sir Charles Tap- 
per's Montreal speech m which he 
touches the question of preferential 
trade : 

" Now, sir, I do not intend to follow 
tiiese ful)jccts much farther; but tiiere 
is i\ (]Uestion to wliiuli I had tlu; honor 
of calling tiie attention of yoin- <'.om- 
mercial men inunediately alter Ijecoiu- 
ing Secretary of State — and that is the 
question of preferential trade. (Uheers.) 
1 showed you on that occasion wliy 1 
believed preferential trade w as iiiakiui; 
rapid progress in Great Britain, ami 
how it was capable of bringiiii:; even 
greater blessings and advantages than 
Jiave llowed from the National Policy, of 
which I have been speaking. My 
faith in this is infinitely stronger 
than when, at such great length, 
I discussed this question with the Board 
of Trade, and I will tell you why. 
I eaid on tiiftt occasion that Lord Salia- 
bury had boon approached in ISOl and 
hjid been asked to terminate the licl- 
gian and German treaties. TIuh ro- 
qiiest camo from the United Eiiijiire 
Trade Loii^uo, which is moving so vigor- 
ously in this matter, and whidi desired 
. to see this hindrance removed out of the 
way of preferential trade. His answer 
was: ' Gentlemen, if these are your 
opinions, you must not expect us to go 
too far in advance of the puhlic mind, 
Go out and fight for your views, and if 
yoa sdcceed in edavincing the country, 
you will not have much trouble with Her 
Majesty'sGoverument.' The United Em- 
pire Trade League went out, ftild that 
body, of which the Right Hon. James 
l,owther is tiie head, and Ool. Sir Howard 
Vincent the Secretary, carried on their 
agitation from one ond-of thecountry to 
the otlior, and what was the result? 
After tlio recent genor.il election, which 
lias shown such an overwholmingtdiaiigu 
in public sentiment, Sir IIowwmI Viu- 
: retttaddressed a letier to Lord , Salis- 
l b^iry, saying that this great majority had 



been obtained to a large extent by the 
energies of those wlio were in favor of 
preferential trade. (Oheers.) He called 
Lord Salisbury!s attention to the fact 
that a large proportion of his immense 
inajority waB jcomposed of gentlemen 
who, in their,eteot*on'> aUdresees and in 
their appeals fo their liijonstituents, had 
pledged themselves to endeavor to obtain 
fairer play for the artlsanB and agricul- 
turiata of England than they now had 
under tlie free system. What does 
tlie JIarquis of Salisbury now say in 
the face of this evidence? He says: 
' Before wo denounce those treaties 
wliich lire valuable in many respects to 
England, we want a scheme presented 
by wliich we can show the advantages 
that will accrue to the country by the 
adoption of this proposed policy.' And 
at this moment the United Empire 
Trade League have despatciied an omin- 
ont member of Parliament, devoted to 
this cause, to tho Australian colonies, to 
ask them to join heartily with Canada 
in this matter.- They paid Canada the 
compliment of saying they did not re- 
quire to send an ambassador to us, as we 
seemed to be alive to its iHiportance,and 
were working in the right way to accom- 
plish it. (Oheers.) 

" As I told you on a former occasion, 
Canada showed this year, in Manitoba 
and the Northwest alone, that she pro- 
duced as much wheat as the whole of 
England. This shows her enormous 
capacity for producing both bread and 
meat fo'r tho'Mother Country. iClieers.) 

" Mr. II. O. Arnold Foster, one of the 
most prominent young men who is coin- 
ing to the front in J<]iigland at the pre- 
sent moment, has luid his attentior. 
drawn to tliis most important question, 
and 1 may tell yop that I had many dis- 
cussions "witii him on the question of 
preferential trade; and I found him very 
hard to convince, but in the presence of 
the threatened indications, to which I 
alluded, his patriotism, his keen-sighted 
vision has been stimulated, and he has 
become one of the strongest and warm- 
est advocates of the development of the 
JOmpire of the Queen, so as to render 
that great Empire, and the heart of the 
Empire, independent of any portion of 
the world, except her own possessions. 
(Applause.) As I said bofore, interest- 
ing as it is, I must not trouble youwiiilo 
I draw your attention to tluit, but I am 
suie you will be glad to learn, by a para- 
graph to which 1 have no doubt you 
liavo liad your attention drawn, of the 
rapid increase of the trade with the 
Mother Country. That paragraph is as 
follows : 

" London, Miiy 13.— The Anglo-Cana^ 
dian trade continues to make gigantic 
strides. The aggregate business for the 
past four months has increased 30 per 
cent. Imports from Canada increased 
70 per 6ent., whde the British imports 
from all other countries increased only 
per cent. The chief Canadian increases 
were: Oxen, X71,000; elieep, X10,000; 
wheat, £14,000; flour, £89,000; bacon, 
X10,000; hams, eiLOOO; butter, ,£3,000; 
cheese, £99,000; wool, £77,000. 

" That shows tlie enormous impetus 
that Canada is making and the position 
she has taken recently in reference to 
this great question." 

It does not require any argument to 
show the immense advantage which pre- 
ferential trade would be to the Doinin- 
of Canada. If Canada liiul what 
small advantage

SILENT A^D JiVASIVE. 

We noticed - yesterday the position 
which Mr. McKinley occupies on the 

money question. Ilia policy on that 
very important; matter of public concern 
is not unlike that of Mr. Laurier in this 
Dominion with respect to both the trade 
question and the school question, lie 
has as far as possible avoided making 
frank and definite declarations. One 
has painfully to search for his meaning 
in heaps qf evasive phrases and rhetor 
ical tropes and figures. When it is found 
it is generally so poor and useless that 
one wonders why_it is hidden away so 
laboriously and artfully. Something like 
the same complaint is made of Mr. 
McKinley's speeches on the money 
question. Harper's "Weekly represents 
him as a juggler wlio is trying to 
keep in the air at tlie same 
time the gold ball, the silver valise, 
the ijrotection umbrella and tho Dopu- 
list butterfly; but Harper's Weekly is 
not friendly to Mr. McKinley. The 
New York Commercial Advertiser, how- 
ever, is Republican in politics, and it is 
an out-and-out sound money advoc-ate. 
It is sick and tired of McKinley 's indofin- 
iteuess and time-serving on the currency 
(juestion, and gives vent to its impati- 
ence and annoyance in the following 
terms •. 

Why does not TMcKinley sjieak? AVhy 
does he not tliapel tho cioud of doubt 
lliat hangs over his caridvlaoy? One 
8eiil(-nce from him would sweep away 
all mystery. The bushieas men of the 
United States have no personal an- 
tagonism toward him. What they' in- 
sist upon is a guarantee tiiat the next 
President, if the necessity for it arises, 
will use the veto power whicii tlie con- 
stitution gives him to defend the public 
credit and keep each dollar as good as 
gold. Every Republican president has 
been an aggressive and ofitspoken sound 
money man. The people have known, 
exactly where Ciicli of them stood before 
he was nominated. McKinley is the 
first candidate who lias tried to gain the 
presidency through the policy of evasion 
and silence. ' His record in tho past car;, 
be read either way. It is not conclusive 
either for silver or for gold. The free 
coinage men are enthusiastically claim- 
ing him as a friend of their cause. He 
has put forth no denial. In the East 
his campaign managers assort that he is 
for the gold standard. He refuses to 
utter a single word to prove that they 
are right. Reed is not afraid to declare 
that be is against the coinage of lifty- 
cent silver dollars. Morton is not afraid. 
Allison is not . afraid. : Why ^hbuld Mc- 
Kinley herftatiB? 1 ' . V :' ;! 

Why has not some Liberal newspaper 
tho honesty and tho independence to 
address Mr. Laurier in this strain? 
Most of them muat no doubt be annoyed 
and ashamed to be obliged to screen hia 



AVe live in an ago of bold scepticism 
and of outspoken heresy. There are 
multitudes of both men and women in 
these days who have no respect for the 
wisdom of their ancestors and who are 
not either afraid or ashamed to speak in 
contemptuous terms of their most cher- 
ished institutions. An English author, 
we bluih to say it, has been so lost to all 
that is proper and decent as to write dis- 
respectfully of the TUB— t;he tub, 
which is one of the most cher- 
ished of British institutions, and, in 
the opinion of many sturdy Britons, 
the cause, and hardly the indi- 
rect cause, of Britain's greatness. The 
stamina which has enabled Britons to 
bring under subjection a very large part 
of the earth's surface, has been 
developed and niai;itained by the 
tub. Man, without tho tub, would 
be a nerveless, pluekleas unen- 
terprising, and unenergetic creature. 
With the tub be is a Briton in his best 
form. What need is there to say more? 

N'ow this irreverent, unappreciative, 
unpatriotic Englipb scientist (for ho pro- 
fesses to be a Hcientiliu man) declares 
that the tub is tho source, not of one dis- 
ease, but of several of the worst diseases 
which carry olThia countrymen. 

" The whole theory of the cold bath," 
ho says, "is wrong. It attacks the 
vitality of the body nt the very outset. 
It drives the blood from the surface and 
concentrates it unnaturally on tho in 
terior and iiroduces for the time being a 
tremendous pressure. The whole efluct 
of the shock is positive injury. Tho 
people whose systems are strong enough 
to react from the shock may 
til ink they are benefited, but they 
have been simply strong enough 
to recover. No healthy person, mnchdess 
a sickly one, shoiihl ever patQpld water 
on tiis body." 

Ttiis is fiat blasphemy. And to be 
written by an Englishman, too! If it 
had been a Frenchman who had indited 
this diatribe against tlie tub no one 
would he surprised, for the Frenchman 
hates cold water, and tliequantity which 
he uses in his daily ablutions is to tho 
Englishman ridiculously small. He has, 
too, the audacity to laugh at th^ tub. 
The conseqtience is he is physically and 
morally — a Frenchman. If the English 
man of science is right, hia thesis only 
shows that the tub has in Great Britain 
been one of the ways of weeding out the 
race. Those whom the tub has killed 
have not been worth rearing. They are, 
like the Highlanders whom whisky 
cannot cure, " no' worth ihe savmg 
The fittest have survived.

SWEPT BY THE CYCLONE. 

Approximate List of Victims in St. Louis 
Origin of the Storm and Its Course. 

St. Louis, May 29.— The following list 
was tabulated at police headquarters 
this afternoon. Known dead in St. 
Louis, 167 ; unknown dead in St. Louis, 
24; fatally injured in St. Louis, 15; miss- 
ing in St, Louis, 35; known dead inlSast 
St. Louis, i;3S; unknown dead 3; fat- 
ally injured, 3; total, .'iGtl. This list is not 
accurate in detail, l>ul is said to be ap- 
proximately correct. The police believe, 
with everyone else, that the total is 
likely to lie swelled when the work on 
the ruins has been completed. In St. 
Louis county Wednesday's tornado left 
11 continuiiuB track of destruction 
md desolation. The storm apparently 
arose out of the Mississippi river near 
St. Charles. It passed over Florissant 
ind, Bridgetown and sweeping down on 
the west end part completely destroyed 
that little village. In pursuing its 
northeasterly course with a velocity of 
more than 75 miles an hour it jiassed 
through the towns of Stratmann, Cen- 
tral, Clayton, Brentwood, Harthold, 
Majilewood and Shrewsbury Park. Hun- 
dreds of bouses, barns and outbuilding.s 
were blown away, and forest trees a cen- 
tury old were uprooted. 

Up to noon to-day the coroner had 
held eight inquests at Kast ,St. Louis. 
Henry Sextorr, a city official there, esti- 
mates the total property loss at East St. 
Louis at $20,000,000, but this estimate 
may bo high. There are this afternoon 
COO families on the " Island " alone who 
are homeless. . Comptroller Sturgeon 
thinks the city treasury will be heavily 
taxed as the result of the etorra. He 
says it will take nearly ;fGOO,000 tore 
pair the damage done to the city build 
ngs.

About the Rich Triiil Creek 
Developments. 



■ He Was There Thirty-flve Years Ago 
:—A London Expert Aston> 
ished. 



. H!b Honor laeuteDant • Governor 
Dewdncy has returned from a trip to the 

Kootenay. Thirty-five years bko the 
Governor au))crinton(lecl tlio building of 
the famous trail througli the Kootenay 
which bears his name. Those years 
have been great and eventful years to 
His Honor and to the province, and at 
the end ot a generation it ia found that 
for 300 miles the patliway which he had 
cut through the niountaina and forests 
of British Cohimbia passes through the 
moat marvellously rich mineral deposits 
that have ever yet been discovered on 
the globe. 

" I spent two davH utTniil," leinarkt'd 
Hie I'lonor to a Coi.oM.sr r(_'j)r(wi'ntalivu 
yesterday, " and I had an exeellont op- 
portnnitj' to observe the vvorkinj; of the 
great smelting plant erected by Mr. 
Heinze at that point. 

" While I was there tliey were run- 
ning throu<;h about IHO tons of ore a 
day; but they were were Iniildin^ aildi- 
tionid furnaces, which will briuj,' the 
capacitv of tlieir phiut up to 600 tons a 
day. fhad not been at Trail Landing 
for 31 years, and in this, my second 
visit, I found a busy hive of industry 
where on my first I found but solitude 
and savagery.

" I visited Spokane on my way back 
and had a very pleasant time in that 
prosperous and beautiful city, and every- 
where I was received by Americans and 
our own people with the greatest pos- 
sible kindness. Indeed, I can never for- 
get my second visit to Kootenay, for it 
has all afforded me intense pleasure."

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Death ami Euiu Marked the Path 
of the Storm on All 
Hands. 



■Tornado in I'euus} Ivaiiia— Wasliiiii^'- 
ton City Experiences a Seyere 
Shake Up. 

St. Louis, May 29. — At the storm's 
height, when tlio roiuiida of tlie Laclede 
hotel was crowded with terror-stricken 
people who had sought lefugo from the 
wind's fury, a panic waaalmoat prccipi- 
•tated by the falling of. a' chimney over 
the rotunda through the skylight, just 
west of the clerk's desk. By a mira- 
-cle no ono was under the hdl- 
ing bricks. The frenzied uien 
made a dash for the doors on 
the Chestnut street Hide, but their efforts 
to open them were fruitless, the force of 
the wind being stronger thiin the com 
billed Btreiigth of a dozen men. This 
threw the already panic-stricken crowd 
into a frenzy which lasted until tlie 
sounds of falling bricks ceased, but no 
one was seriously hurt in the craali. 

Tlio jialh of tlio atorui through .Soulli 
St. Louis is a sceno of death aud ruin. 
The greatest dauiago was done between 
Russell avenue, on the south, and Cho- 
teau avenue and Papiii street in the 
nortli. Within tiiut lerritory from the 
western city limits to the river 
the wreck is beyond estimate and 
the loss of life eanuot be estimated 
The moat wholesale slaughter yf&a at 
Seventh and Ilutger streets, where thir- 
teen persons were crushed to death in 
the Hockheimer saloon and boarding 
house. Many others were known to bo 
buried in adjacent houses in liutsier 
. street. The ruins were so complete that 
the police did not know where to begin 
the work of cleaning away the debris. 

Tlie local jjupers tell of the syini)athy 
ofl'ered by the whole country to St. Louis 
in its present state of woe. Oilers have 
come to Mayor Walbridge from commer- 
cial organizations all over the United 
States, from the mayors of cities, large 
and email, to extend financial aid as 
the situation demands. Chicago was 
the lirat to extend offers of assistance, 
the citizens being represented by the 
Union League club, the Commercial 
■club and Mayor Swiit. It is not likely 
that Mayor Walbrid^ will accept these 
kindly offers, for while the loss in stu- 
pendous, local citizens are going down in 
their pockets and have already estab- 
lished a largo sized fund for sallerers. 

Amulkk, Pa., May 2ft. — The tornado 
which swept through the lower end of 
Montgomery county yesterday carried 
death and destruction witii it. Tliree 
lives were lost and many persons more 
or leas injured. Thousands of dollars 
worth of damage was done to property. 
At Jarrettown great damage was done. 
Pour men took refuge in a stone barn. 
Tlie wind struck the building with 
cyclone force, burying Alfred MoSitt. 
At Langhorn GeOrge W. "Wentor was 
killed in a barn in which he bad taken 
shelter. 

Wabiiihgton, May 29. — ^Washington 
experienced a cyclonic storm yester- 
day. For twenty minutes the wind 
.swept the city and the rain beat down 
with a violence Buegestive of the St. 
Louis horror, the wind blowing seventy 
miles an hour and blowing* from the 
southwest. About S :30 o'clock it swept 
the roofs from a number of buildings, 
including the Lutheran Memorial 
church, uprooting scorea of trees all over 
the city, and doing other injury. JIucJi 
damage was done to the splendid foliage 
in the E.^ecutive Mansion grounds, two 
of the finest and largest of ihe old treed 
being torn up by the roots, making four 
lost in the week from storms. At the 
Capitol the storm caused a temporary 
suspension from business. Mr. Dingley, 
of Maine, who occupied the chair, was 
for Heverul minutes alnaost the sole oc- 
cupant of the bouse.

To Tin: Editok: — In the midst of the 
great calamity which has just befallen 
us and the wise precaution the Mayor 
has taken in closing the bridges for a 
thorough inspection, would it not be 
wise on the part of the " health board " 
to take great precaution to prevent the 
importation of the droatled Asiatic 
cliolera which is now raging in the 
(.)rient, by having the baggage hmded 
and thoroughly fumigated upon the ar- 
rival of every China and Australian 
steamer at the quarantine Station, and 
detaining the steamers for at least 
twelve hours after arrival? The pas- 
senger traffic at this season of the year 
is largely on the increase, and a short 
delay of tiie steamers at the q uarantine 
station would have the ell'ect of offering 
some security to the province against 
thi.s dreaded acourge. Xo reHecLioii is 
intended against the authorities at pre- 
sent in chari;e.

Gkntlkmbn:— T'le Dominion Elections are at 
Imud, and it will be your priTilege and duty 
to electa member to represent you In the House 
of Commons. 

I have the lionor to be chosen by a large 
portinn ot the electors from all parts of the 
difltrlet to hc(toino a candidate for the office 
thatmnst bo filled. 

Tho most Importnnt snbjeet hefore 
the public at ihe present time I think 
is the Tariir riuestlon. In ruvlewiim ttie 
Budget Hpeeeli of the Finance .Minister, 
wo linil tbiit the Liberal ConservaliveH 
were retnrueil to power witti a large majority 
in 1S78, and tlie lis(Mil i)ollcy of the party was the 
eausu of that change. This policy has been 
cnrrleil out since that time and has been en- 
dorsed by the eleetors la 187S. 18,S'J, li^l and 
l.S'.il, and tho polleyin the future is to bo that 
of the past— a ri'asonable protection of (.'aii- 
adian interests. The iireat aim of Ihe l.llieral 
Consovvatlves luis been to encourage home 
iuiluslries, and wo are idl well auara that tids 
could not 1)0 clone without inoilorate proteetion, 
and on this iiartioular uuestloii the electors 
frcun the Alhintie to the I'atdlle will prononiiee 
their verdict In .luiie. Welindtliat thlt- is the 
gri'Ht (|ueslion that the I.ihrial party expect to 
centre their arKnmonls on. The country is 
tliioiied with tho literature of that party, which 
will cieceivo llie unwary It possible, and make 
them beliovo that tho Liberal ConservaUves 
are the most corrupt goveriinieut on the face of 
the earth. Since I'SJ we find that tiio govern- 
nient has been grailually reducing the tarlll' 
upon all articlRB that are in general use by the 
working classes in the country. We see in the 
I'iuance Mlnihtor's Budget speech (Hon. .Mr. 
i''oster) that the artltdes siudi as tea. eoU'eo and 
tin were entered fret; of dnty, which means 
that tho government were considering the In- 
terests of the ma!-sos, and we liiul right along,

or any other I'onntry. Irom gelting any nndue 
advantage over us. Wo are all aware that the 
oolicy of the tJiiiled States la a high protective 
one. Tlioy are not In favor ot reciprocity, 
prelerentliil trade they care nothing about, 
unless it is to thoir advantage. They will give 
no preference to us, and what are tho Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, free trade, a tarlir 
for revenue; in (act, wlicnwe And the Liberals 
at their best their policy Is nothing more than 
what the Liberal Conservatives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers: 

" A tarifV reailjiistmeiit docs not mean the 
wanton deslrnetlon of the industries for the 
mere sakoot carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
grammo. The object Is to help the IndiiBtries 
of thcconntry." 

And yet on tlie other .hand we hear them 
crying from one end of the country to the other, 
the policy ot tho Liberal Conservatives in pro. 
teeting our natural ludustrie.s is giving the 
mannfaetnrers all the henelit.s— that they are 
tho only ones reaping the rich liarvost. It is 
hnpossiole for any government to become per- 
fect in a year, or even 20 years. They are rniuing 
BUt daily wliat Is the best for (he great mnssof 
the people, and I am glad to see that there are 
such proral^insr signs that they will be returned 
to power by an ovenvhelmlng majority. To 
tnose of us who have lived undei- the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
tlio last 17 yenrp, and who have felt the great 
benelils by the Krudual reduction ol the tarill', 
no argument to tho contrary will convince us 
that free trade will bo a change for the better. 
I say Canada (or tho Canadians first, last and ail 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the Btihjeot 
that the Liberal party are expecting to ride 
into power by. . On this <iiiestton 1 desire to 
give my liumble judgment, so that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that British fair play 
will prevail at hist. When Manitoba received 
her Constitution m 1.S70, tin; rights of Maoltoha 
were protected by law. The minority at that 
time were the I'rotestants. Alter a number of 
years the separate sehonlsdid not give justice 
io all. They wore found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmers and the taxation became 
lieavleron ono portion of tho people than the 
other. The schools were not up to the standard 
o( our public sclioois, the tcaobers were below 
the standard, a spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
beconio Protestants, and the Manitoba Legis- 
lature jiassed the StateSchnols Act. In passing 
that act I eonsidi'r that tlu'y did not give the 
minority that consiileration that the Maritime 
and Kastcrn provinces bad done. That was the 
right time the tinestion should have Ix'en 
settled. After si.\ 5 cars litigation we lind that 
It lias become a national (luestioii. Ucuuedial 
legislation as brought in by the government 
has not been emlorsed l)y ibo country. The 
Liberal party have been divided on the ques- 
tion as well as tho Conservatives, and ihecou- 
clUBlon that the wisest men lu tho country 
have come to is that tho Manitoba Legislature 
win liave to betllc tho matter In an honorable 
manner to all concerned. I could notsupeort 
Ueiuedial Legislation as brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give justice to all coiicerued, SO long as ihe 
puljllc school system is kept Intact. Hon. Mr. 
Laurler, while in B.C.. said on two ocenaloiis 
\\ Idle here that we had the br.^t school si/slan In 
the country, anil eonuneiuled our province 
highly on its ailvaneed sehool system. Having 
such t( stimony (and 1 believe he meant all he 
said) 1 have no liesilatlou In saying we have 
about as porfflot a school system as there is In 
any country. 

In coining to provincial matters I believe ^\ e 
are on the tiirestiold of a j)rosperons future. 
Our mineral ro.'-tniiees. friuii our borders to the 
Arctic oeenii. liiilicate that wo have untold 
wealth within our -each. Heiug alive lo these 
facta, it IS our duty toadverlise our resources; 
to encourage iMii'lish capital lo come ami de- 
velop our mines (j( precl.]us metals. The lederal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and II will be the duty of the mem 
I>ers elected to Ottawa to see that justice Is done. 

1 am in favor ol the su'isidizing of tlie (■.\y.l!. 
to a reasonable extent, and eiidoisethe action 
ol the 11 1,', governineiit on this question. 

The exte.i don o! the H. it N. li. shoulil be 
carried out at once, and the neees.iary appro- 
priallon should have been granted at the last 
session 01' ou r l)(Hainion Parliament. 

The farmers of our ilislrict will require the 
earnest alteiitlou of the local niemhor consider 
Ing the Kcattercd condition in which they are 
placed along our coast, and ou this Island. 

Jfnrkets rciiulre lo be established in all our 
prluidpal (dlles, facilities for glutting to those 
markets, and reasonable rati'S by railway and 
stoimers should be given. As the governiiiont 
have lo assist In this lino. It is only rcnsonsblo 
to expect that Ihoy will grant every facility iu 
thoir power, and which I shall feel it my duty 
to urge, should I have tho lionor to be elected. 

Our Postal system requires investigation. The 
growing needs of all parts of our district by 
railways and steamers are not wdiat we rciiulrc. 
Tlie member for the district will be held respon- 
sible In future for attentioullo our various iieeds. 
C'oiisldcrliig our geograuhlcal coiHiitInn 1 con- 
sider that wo will reciulre best consideration 
the Dominion government can give, by making 
liberal apprnprmtlons for public buildings, ana 
for improving our coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you I consider 
I have a iiractlcal knowledge ol tho various 
wants of our nlstrict. If elected I will devote 
my whole time to working for the Ijest Interests 
of til; to nnlto and l)lnd together all clasaeB,and 
capital niid labor lu all its branche.s, and will 
not commit mynclf on any great measure 
brought before purllainent, without consulllng 
tho electors of the district. In concUiBlon, 1 n»k 
(or the support olall who desire the pro«p«rity 
of our country. .

A DANGEROUS TRESTLE. 

Whatcom Determined Not to Have E^pe- 
periences Sucli as Victoria Has Had 
—Bridge Strengthening. 

"Wir.vTco.M, May 21).— The viaduci;, the 
bridge which forms the connecting link 
between old Whatcom and the Sehomo 
side, ha8'l6ng'been teRdrded as unsafe 
for street car traffic, and Mayor de Mat- 
tes, who was atjViutoria on Tuesday, has 
issued an order to' the receiver of the 
street railway company, warning him to 
"cease running or eausiiig to run cars 
across said viaduct until the same shall 
be suitably improved and strengthenetl 
to the satisfaction of both yonraelf and 
city council of New Whatcom." 

The .Mayor says : " The city of New 
Whatcom will not be liable in any man- 
ner for loss ot life or bodily injury occur- 
ring by reason of the violation of this 
order by yourself or your employes, and 
tliccity marshal is ilirected to see that 
this order shall bo strictly enforced. In 
case you have any strained feeling about 
coinplying with thi.y order, I will say 
that I do not desire to conflict with the 
court which appointed you and have no 
doubt that the judge will coincide 
in these views, without any iietition 
or red ta])e of any kind, which may 
in the interim endanger human life. 
The sad disaster in our sister city and 
the fact that human life knows not fine- 
haired distinct ions between the judicial 
and executive branches of the goverti- 
nieiit will, I trust, cause your ready ac- 
tiuisecnce in this re(|uest. 

Cars were running yesterday as 
usual, however, and the Mayor 
has calied a special meeting of 
the council to be held this even- 
ing. At the council ineetiiig last, Mon- 
day evenini; the receiver denied the lia- 
bility of the company in easy of actd- 
dent, but ofl'ored to furnish the labor to 
make the necessary repairs if the coun- 
cil would furnish the material. 



THE GREAT TORNADO. 

France Expresses Regret With the Suffer- 
ers— The U. S. Government Votes Re- i 
lief for the Siirvivors. 

Wasiiixciton, May 20. — The following 
resolution was jiresented in the house 
yesterday by Representative Joy, of St. 
Louis, and adopted : 

"Be it resolved, by the senate and 
house of representatives, in congress 
assembled, that the secretary of war be 
and he is hereby authorized to lend to 
the mayors of St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, under such regulations and re- 
strictions as he may see proper, a suffi- 
cient number of tents to temporarily 
shelter such citizens as may have lost 
their homes by the tornado of ve=tcr- 
day," 

When the resolution reached the sen- 
ate unanimous consent was given to take 
it up. Senator Vest said I\Iissoiiri was 
able to take eare of her people, and later 
reports had shown the first reports of 
the terrible calamity to bo exaggerated.

The resolution 
was changed from concurrent to joint 
and passed. The resolution for the re- 
lief of the St. Louis sufiTerers reached the 
President abont 4 o'clock and was signed 
by him ten minutes later. _

DISTURBANCES IN CRETE. . 

Foreign Ships Have Afforded Relief But 
Trouble Still Continues. 

Co.vsT.\NTrxoi'Li;, May 29. — The con- 
flicts between the troops and the peqple 
on the streets of Candia, island of Crete, 

have ceased, but the fighting continues 
in the country adjoining that port. The 
arrival of the foreign men-of-war at Ca- 
nea has cowed the Turks, and tbe town 
is again becoming calm. The disturb- 
ances, however, coiitinuo at Re- 
timo, and Mussulman bands are 
thieateiiing ileriiklion. The funeral 
of the Christians niassaere{l at Canea 
was conducted under the jirotection of 
the Britisli warship ilood. The i-ela- 
tions ot the victims did not dare to fol- 
low their dead to their graves. Three 
thousand armed Cretans have arrived in 
the town to protect the Christians. 

Candia, Crete, May 28.— All of the 
foreign consuls here boilrded the British 
warship Hood on her arrival, The 
foreign consulates in the town are 
crowclcd with refugees. Cannonading 
has lieen hearil in the direction of 
Kalyves, whither a force was dispatched 
to relieve the garrison, and which en- 
countered the insurgents.
